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Soviet, U.S. Space 
Linkup Is Proposed 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 
CAP) — A space agency report 
proposes that American and 
Russian spacecraft link up in. 
space and orbit together for 
two days while spacemen of the 
two countries exchange visits. 
The report, prepared by 
North American Rockwell for 
the space agency at a cost of 
$300,000, calls for an Apollo 
command and service module 
with an attached, docking mod­ 
ule to link up with a Soviet 
craft during a 14-day earth, or­ 
bit mission. 
The Russian space ship would, 
include a salyut, or orbiting 
laboratory, and an attached, so- 
yuz, a Soviet command ship. 
This combination of spacecraft 
set the world endurance record 
of 24 days,, but the three cosmo­ 
nauts were killed during their 
return to earth. 
“ A mid-1.975 launch date can 
be met readily with some op­ 
tions accommodated,*' the re­ 
port states. “A. mid-1974 launch 
date requires a straightforward 
minimum, flexibility program..”' 
During the two days of the in­ 
ternational docking exercise, 
there would be three two-man 
visits; between the craft of the 
two countries. The report states 
that two Soviets could visit in 
the Apollo command, ship at a 
time, while two Americans are 
in the Russian craft. 
After the docking exercise, 
the Apollo spacecraft, would 
separate, descend to a lower 
circular orbit and, remain aloft 
for 11 more days. During this

WASHINGTON (AP) - Hail­ 
ing it as “realistic and enfor- 
c e a b l e , ” President Nixon 
signed legislation Monday to 
limit political-advertising ex­ 
penses and seal campaign fi­ 
nance-reporting loopholes. 
The law goes into effect in 60 
days, so it won’t apply to early 
presidential primaries but it 
will cover later primaries, and 
will limit to $8.4 million the 
amount a presidential candi­ 
date can spend for radio and 
television advertising this fall. 
Nixon signed the legislation— 
the most comprehensive change 
of campaign practices lawr in a 
half century—without the public 
ceremony which often accom­ 
panies presidential approval of 
major measures. 
In a three-paragraph state­ 
ment, Nixon called the bill “an 
important step forward in an 
area wrhich has been of great 
public concern.” 
Noting that the measure stif­ 
fens reporting requirements for 
the source and use of campaign 
funds, the President said: 
“By giving the American 
public full access to the facts of 
political financing, this legisla­ 
tion will guard against cam­ 
paign abuses and will work to 
build public confidence in the 
integrity of the electoral pro­ 
cess.” 
REPEALS ACT 
The measure repeab the 
loophole-ridden and little en­ 
forced Corrupt Practices Act of 
1925.

HARRISBURG (AP) - Gov. 
Shapp’s top economic adviser 
said he would meet with Demo­ 
cratic House leaders this week 
In an. effort to pry a tax relief 
bill out. of committee.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United Auto Workers Monday 
presented the federal Pay 
Board with its first major law­ 
suit, accusing it of acting ille­ 
gally by denying a pay raise to 
aerospace workers. 
The long-promised suit al­ 
leges that the board exceeded 
its authority, ignored its own 
rules, failed to hold required 
public hearings, and based its 
action not on logic but on an 
assumption 
that 
aerospace 
workers would not strike their 
depressed industry. 
“We allege that the orders 
were taken on the basis of poli­ 
tics and administrative con­ 
venience, rather than facts and 
reason,” said UAW President 
Leonard Woodcock. 
Pay Board spokesmen had no 
comment. 
CONTRACT REJECTION 
Target of the UAW suit is the 
Pay Board’s rejection last Jan. 
5 of contracts containing a 12 
per cent first-year pay raise for 


31,000 workers at three aero­ 
space firms. The AFL-CIO In­ 
ternational Association of Ma­ 
chinists said Monday it would 
file a similar suit next week to 
recover the same raise denied 
then to about 70,MO of its mem­ 
bers at other aerospace com­ 
panies. 
The Pay Board rejected a 51- 
cent hourly pay raise. It said 
later it would allow a raise of 
34 or 35 cents in the first year 
and intends to approve the rest 
if added to the second year of 
the three-year contracts. 
Both unions said they would 
not renegotiate their contracts, 
but would sue the Pay Board 
for the full 51-cent ratee. 
Meanwhile workers are being 
paid the part of the raise the 
Pay Board said it would ap­ 
prove, Woodcock said. 
In other economic matters: 
—The Senate confirmed the 
nomination of George H. Boldt 
to continue as chairman of the 
Pay Board. Only Sen. William 


Proxmire, D-Wis., was heard to 
voice a dissenting vote. 
Proxmire objected also to the 
nomination of John E. Sheehan 
to be a governor of the Federal 
Reserve Board, arguing that he 
lacks experience as an econo­ 
mist.

Law in the Sky 


Airline hijackings rank 
among 
the 
most heinous crim es of modern times. 
Each hijacking places the lives of 100 or 
m ore innocent passengers 
in 
peril 
to 
satisfy the whim of a single desperate 
person. 


Lately the sole motive has been greed, 
to extort a large sum. of money by hold­ 
ing an airliner and its occupants for ran­ 
som. 


The only way to restore full public 
confidence in air transportation is to 
stam p out hijacking, but it cannot be done 
easily or cheaply while preserving the 
passengers’ safety. 


The federal government invested con­ 
siderable money in training and deploy­ 
ing a corps of sky m arshals, but they sel­ 
dom seem, to be on the ri¿ht flights at the 
right time. 
Airlines were encouraged to 
install metal-detecting devices at board­ 
ing gates. 


But there are dozens of gates in a 
typical metropolitan airport, and each 
device costs about $1.000. 
So there have 
been plenty of unguarded gates. 


The FBI may have found a preventive 
m easure by shooting two hijackers, one 
fatally, but that precedent may not de­ 
ter the kind of crim inal who things: 
“ Those guys got caught because they 
were stupid, but I’m sm art enough, to get 
away with it.” 


He m ay not be sm arter than the oth­ 
ers, but if he believes he is, then the de­ 
terrent effect of previous shootings has 
failed. 


Nonviolent deterrence is still prefer­ 
able, and the best known approach is the 
magnetic weapon-detecting gadget, re­ 
gardless of the cost, which is estimated 
at $3 million, nationwide. 


Air lines have instructed their ticket 
agents to watch all passengers for be­ 
havior patterns that are believed to be 
typical of potential hijackers. 
But that 
is an inexact science, useful as a supple­ 
ment to weapon-detecting but not as a 
substitute for it. 


Now- the Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion has ordered immediate adoption of a 
passenger and baggage screening system 
by all domestic airlines. 
But magne­ 
tom eters will not be immediately avail­ 
able at every gate in every airport. 
So 
the first result will be increased personal 
frisking of suspicious-looking passengers. 


An FAA official estim ates that seven 
of the last nine hijackings could have 
been prevented if passenger and baggage 
screening had been in effect. That is a 
good enough reason for ordering a screen­ 
ing device at every gate. 


A lack of $3 million worth of gadgetry 
must, not be permitted to cause the loss 
of a. $6 million jetliner with human lives 
of inestimable value. 


Unafraid Before Tyrants 


It is nothing short of amazing to wit­ 
ness the occasional examples of indivi­ 
dual courage which surface from within 
the Soviet Union to challenge the free- 
domless state. 


What makes each performance so re­ 
m arkable is the certain knowledge by the 
individuals involved that they are for­ 
feiting what freedom they still retain, and 
perhaps their lives, for speaking out. 


The latest case involves Vladimir K. 
Bukovsky, who at 29 already has spent 
six years in confinement and now faces 
a new sentence of two years in prison, 
five more in a prison camp, and five 
more in an undesignated exile in a. re-

mote and certain-to-be-unpleasant part 
of the Soviet Union. 


His crim e? Smuggling out of the USSR 
documented proof that sane dissidents 
are held in Soviet, psychiatric hospitals 
as m entally ill. Courage of that kind is a 
rare commodity in any country. 


In his closing statem ent to the court, 
Bukovsky said: 


“The process of the public’s spiritual 
enlightment has already begun and it 
cannot be stopped.” 


A few more individuals like Bukovsky 
and that process could be hastened con­ 
siderably.

Hearings Take on Whole New Light

HARRISBURG — California 
was first. Then came Texas and 
Minnesota. And. now the New 
Jersey courts have also struck 
down the property tax as a 
means 
of financing public 
schools. 
The result is a major new 
challenge for a special com­ 
mittee of the Pennsylvania 
H o u s e 
of Representatives 
created in 1971 to examine the 
whole subject of property taxes 
and real estate assessments in 
the commonwealh. 
“ What began as a series of 
hearings aimed at reforming 
Pennsylvania's laws, concerning 
the collection and assessment of 
property taxes had taken on a 
whole new light in view of the 
r e c e n t series of c o u r t 
decisions”, says State Rep. 
Michael A. O’Pake, Berks 
County, chairman of the special 


legislative task force, adding: 
“While nothing formal, has 
yet been, decided In Penn­ 
sylvania, the similarity between 
Pennsylvania law and the ones 
that have been voided or 
challenged raised the question 
of whether our law could sur­ 
vive a court test.” 
Rep. 
O’Pake 
feels 
that 
Pennsylvania must be prepared 
for any possibility. (As this 
column noted last September: 
“It won't be too surprising if 
similar action occurs in Penn­ 
sylvania.” ) 
“I think we should start now 
questioning some' of the experts 
on. what means of finance we 
can substitute for the present 
school supporting tax struc­ 
ture”, 
the 
Berks 
County 
lawmaker maintains. 
“California’s Supreme Court 
and federal courts in Minnesota 
and Texas have ruled that 


reliance on the local property 
tax produces unequal schools, 
and thus is unconstitutional. 
New Jersey has taken a similar 
position, and lawsuits are also 
pending in some 15 other states 
as well. The experts are saying 
that it is only a matter of time 
before all the states will have 
to find new ways of financing.” 
Even President Nixon in his 
State of the Union message 
dealt with the problem briefly. 
“The President indicated he 
has two commissions working 
on the whole problem of school 
financing and the soaring costs 
of property taxes in general”, 
O’Pake 
noted... 
“While 
not 
spelling out in, detail what he 
has in mind, there have been 
reports from Washington that 
administration officials a r e 
studying the possibility of a 
national sales tax coupled with 
local real estate tax relief.” 


Whatever the case, however, 
Rep. O'Pake is quick to point 
out, if Pennsylvania’s courts 
take the same route as New 
Jersey, the already financially- 
beleaguered state will have to 
find a new method for providing 
aid to public schools to replace 
the staggering loss which would 
result from throwing out the 
property tax program. 
“There’s a distinct threat 
here, that if Congress doesn’t 
come up with a whole new tax 
program on the federal level, 
the State Legislature will be 
forced to consider the possibility 
of increasing taxes or giving 
local school districts, more 
leeway on. what they can tax. 
Since we already have the 
vehicle 
for examining the 
problem even before it comes 
up in Pennsylvania, I think 
we’ve got to find out right now 
where we can turn to offset this 


potential loss of income for 
edU:ca.tion„.,, 
Educators have also posed 
another danger they feel can 
result from eliminating the 
property tax as a source of 
financing for public schools. 
Should some other source have 
to be found, they say, the threat 
exists that such a source could 
take over control of the stan­ 
dards of education as well, 
destroying all local effort to 
make schools more relevant to 
the needs of children as each 
community sees them. 
“ Our 
next 
hearing 
is 
scheduled for Philadelphia Feb. 
10, but we are already working 
with the Department, of Com­ 
munity Affairs and Secretary 
William H. Wilcox to analyze 
possible alternatives for tax 
support should the property tax 
be struck down,” Rep.

Boy Scout Organization 
Is 62 and Still Crowing 


Sixty-two years ago today, an 
organization 
was 
formed 
to 
teach boys a code of conduct 
encor pora ting 
t h e 
highest 
standards. 
Boys 
were 
taught 
to 
be 
trustworthy, 
loyal, 
obedient, 
helpful, 
thrifty, 
clean, 
and 
brave 
— 
in 
short, 
to 
be 
paragons of virtue. 
Ever since, thousands of boys 
have 
helped 
women 
across 
streets, sponsored projects to 
raise money for charity, and 
a t t e m p t e d 
to 
strengthen 
physically 
for the 
rigors 
of 
manhood. 
T o d a y , 
the 
Boy 
Scout 
organization is stronger than 
ever, with one out of every four 
b o y s 
vigorously 
working 
towards a merit badge. 
L e r o y 
Moyer, 
district 
chairm an 
of 
the 
Continental 
District of the Valley Forge 
Council of Boy Scouts, says 
there are more than 2.500 men, 
boys 
and 
women 
active 
in 
scouting in the district. 
The district includes Potts- 
town and the Pottsgroves, and 
Douglass (Montgomery), Upper 
Perkiomen and New Hanover 
Townships. 
“ We 
have 
more 
boys 
in 
scouting now than we’ve had 
for years,” said Moyer. “Last 
year we were one of the few 
districts to reach our goals in 
manpower and boypower. This 
year, we’re working toward our 
1976 goal of enlisting one out 
of 
every 
three 
boys 
in 
scouting. 
Scouting is sponsored by 37 
institutions in the area such as 
c h u r c h e s , citizen’s groups, 
P.T.A.’s and service clubs. “We 
don’t 
own 
any 
units 
in 
scouting,” Moyer emphasized. 
“Each unit is chartered to a 
sponsoring organization 
as a 
p a r t n e r s h i p . The sponsor 
provides 
the 
leadership, 
the 
meeting place, and the spirit 
needed to help the boys. The 
district provides the program, 
training for the leaders, and 
camp sites. 
There are 997 cub scouts in 
the district, 749 boy scouts and 
559 men and women who serve 
as den mothers, scout masters 
and in other related positions. 
An 
additional 
52 
men 
and 
women serve on the district 
level, not directly involved with 
the boys, and 25 district com- 
m i s s i o n e r s oversee neigh­ 
borhood groups of scouts. There 
are an additional 55 counselors 
who supervise the merit badge 
program. 
The course the boys follow is 
largely the results of the efforts 
of nine committees who study 
the national Boy Scout program 
and modify it to serve the needs 
of local boys. The committees 
e n c o m p a s s activities, ad­ 
vancement, 
camping, 
finance, 
health and safety, leadership 
training, 
membership, 
public 
relations and conservation. 
The 
Bible of the scouting 


movement is the Boy Scout 
Handbook, 
which 
is 
studied 
assiduously by the boys as they 
advance themselves in scouting. 
The Cub Scouts, boys aged 
8 through 11, begin by learning 
the skills set out for them by 
the Wolf Manual. These include 
projects such as learning to tie 
a knot and learning the scout 
oath. 
After 
that 
manual 
is 
mastered, the cub moves on to 
the Bear and Webelos Manuals. 
If a hard working, conscientious 
cub 
scout 
works, 
his 
way 
through those manuals, he can 
earn merit badges for learning 
other 
skills 
and 
performing 
more good deeds. 
Boys aged 11 through 14 begin 
as Boy Scouts. There is only 
one Boy Scout Handbook, but 
there are enough projects to 
assure that only the exceptional 
boy can complete them all. The 
boy works his way up from a 
tenderfoot to a first class scout, 
and then begins work on one 
of over 100 merit badges;, which 
require the mastering of sub­ 
jects ranging from American 
business 
to 
lifesaving 
a n d 
pigeon raising. 
Last year, seven 
boys 
at- 
t a i n e d 
scouting’s 
highest 
achievement by becoming eagle 
scouts. To become an eagle 
scout, a boy must earn 21 merit 
badges, serve as a scout leader 
for six months, and complete a 
project for a community church 
or school. 
Once 
a 
month, 
the 
scout 
commissioners meet with the 
scout 
masters 
and 
the 
den 
mothers to help them plan their 
program. The leaders also are

helped by a magazine that is 
sent to them each month by 
the national organization. The 
cub scouts meet once a week 
at the den m other’s house, and 
the boy scouts m eet weekly at 
a meeting place provided by the 
sponsoring organization, usually 
a school or a church basement. 
Once a month, the cub scout 
dens meet together to show the 
cubmaster and 
their parents 
what 
they’ve 
accomplished 
during the month. 
In boy scouting, 
each boy 
scout has a counselor he can 
go 
to 
for 
.guidance 
in 
his 
projects. When enough projects 
have been completed to deserve 
a 
merit 
badge, 
he 
must 
demonstrate his achievements 
to the counselor. 
Any merit badge awarded is 
subject to review by the district 
board of review. 
“We make 
sure it’s not easy for a boy 
to earn a merit badge,” Moyer 
said. 
“We think we’re doing very 
important work,” he asserted. 
“After all, what is more im­ 
portant than the youth of our 
country? We hope to get every 
boy we can into scouting.” 
‘ ‘ A f t e r 
many 
years 
in 
scouting,” he continued, “I’m 
convinced that scouting does 
make a difference in a boy. I’ve 
known many boys who are now 
grown up with families. They’ve 
told me that, .scouting helped 
them.” 
“We always tell the boys that 
we expect more from a scout 
than from other boys, and that 
a scout should conduct himself 
honorably whether or not he’s 
in uniform,” Moyer stressed.

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Income Tax Preparation 
Offices More Plentiful 


Among the busiest offices at 
this time of the year are those 
that prepare income tax re­ 
turns. 
To keep pace with the work 
involved 
and 
to 
meet 
the 
demands of the ever-increasing 
number of persons who want 
returns prepared professionally, 
the list of men advertising their 
services increased more than 50 
per cent over a year ago. 
This week 11 persons placed 
classified ads in The Mercury, 
an increase of four over last 
year’s total of seven, who are 
willing to assist in preparing 
returns. 
Two of those 11 are former 
agents of the Internal Revenue 
Service who now are “on the 
other side of the desk.”1 
Lamar Missimer, 1315 South 
Street, began his federal career 
39 years ago and worked the 
first 25 years in Pottstown. 
ALL EXEMPTIONS 
“Then as now I believe that 
the taxpayer should claim all 
the exemptions and deductions 
to which he is entitled,” he said. 
People come to an expert for 
help 
because 
they 
are 
not 
familiar- with 
all 
the 
laws 
without exhaustive study. 


“Our business is growing,” 
Missimer said, “because people 
just don’t have the time to look 
up all the intricate laws, yet 
they 
want 
an 
accurately 
prepared return.” 
To further complicate mat­ 
ters, 
Pennsylvania 
residents 
must, for the first time this 
year, fill out a state form in 
addition to the usual federal 
return. 
However, 
the 
state 
forms 
have 
not 
been 
received 
by 
either individual taxpayers or 
officials. When they arrive there 
should be only a minimum of 
work involved, Missimer said, 
because the state tax is on a 
straight 2.3 per cent of gross 
earnings, with, no exemptions or 
deductions, and apply for the 
last seven months of 1971. 


OWE MONEY 
“The only problem with the 
state tax may be the fact that 
many taxpayers will owe some 
money since they did not make 
a special request for additional 
withholdings. 
The tax went into effect only 
in October and the state urged 
t a x p a y e r s 
to 
double 
withholdings 
to 
'Collect seven 


months worth of taxes in only 
three months. 
Missimer recalled how when 
he was still an IRS agent, 
federal law permitted him and 
his 
co-workers 
to 
prepare 
returns 
for 
taxpayers.

practice was stopped more 'than 
10 years ago and now agents, 
may only help. This he feels

County Seeking More Advanced 
Notice on Handicapped Children 


'Why can't we put our client In the White House?

A Montgomery County agency 
is urging all parents to notify 
the agency about any pre-school 
children who have handicaps 
and might require special at­ 
tention when they reach school. 
Mrs. Ruth Sowers, director of 
the Montgomery County Inter­ 
mediate Unit, said that the 
county is taking a survey to 
determine how many of these 
children reside in the county. 
“The first time we usually 
find out about these children is 
when they register for kinder­ 
garten and by then it’s difficult 
for the school to provide the 
special facilities they need,” she 
explained. 
' 
. 
“ But if the school can learn 
at least a. year ahead of time 
what kind of handicapped child­ 
ren will be coming, they can 
set up special programs more 
beneficial to the students.” 


PARENTS RELUCTANT 
Mrs. Sowers said that for a 
variety of reasons, parents often 
are reluctant to notify officials 
about their children’s handicaps. 
If the federally funded survey 
Is successful, public schools will 
be given more advance notice 
as to what educational, facilities 
and how many special education 
teachers will be needed. “This 
would result in better education 
for 
the 
handicapped,” 
Mrs. 
Sowers said. 
The survey staff is contacting 
physicians, ministers, schools, 
social and welfare agencies to 
ask them for any data that they 
have on pre-school handicapped 
children in. the area... 
SPEAK TO GROUPS 
In addition, Mrs. Sower and 
the agency’s chief child psy­ 
chiatrist, Dr. R. T. Marrone, are 
s p e a k i n g to medical staff 
groups, schools, civic groups, 
and social and welfare agencies 


to ask for their co-operation. 
The director said that doctors 
sometimes have been hesitant to 
tell the county about handicap­ 
ped children because they fear 
that the parents might become 
unduly upset and worried, and 
because: doctors never felt there 
would be any 'benefit for the 
child in doing so. 
Now, however, in addition to 
helping local schools to prepare 
for handicapped children, the 
county agency also will refer 
parents of handicapped children 
to the proper agencies for pre­ 
school training. 
“There are many s o c i a l 
agencies in the county prepared 
to help all. kinds of handicapped, 
children but unfortunately many 
parents don’t realize that they 
even exist,” Mrs. Sower com­ 
mented. 


PROPER AGENCY 
“Hopefully, we can refer the 
parents to the proper agency 
and the child can be helped 
appreciably before he enters 
kindergarten.” 
The county 
is 
looking 
for 
children 
who 
are 
physically 
handicapped, brain injured, em­ 
otionally 
disturbed, 
mentally 
retarded, visually impaired, or 
who have speech and hearing 
impairments. 
The survey began in Septem­ 
ber and will end in June. “Our 
goal is to develop a regular 
system of early registration for 
special children,” Mrs. Sowers 
stated... 
“This survey is only to aid 
schools in planning,” she em­ 
phasized, “and to help us inform 
parents of the services avail­ 
able to their child. The survey 
will definitely not determine an 
individual child’s placement or 
educational needs.”

A Trip on LSD 
Is Unpredictable 


By DR. RICHARD HORMAN 


QUESTION: 
Would a person remember all (or most) of what 
he or she said or did while on an LSD trip — after the trip was over? 
ANSWER: Maybe yes and maybe no. Laboratory research with 
LSD (“acid”) has neither confirmed nor denied the possibility of 
memory loss as a result of taking the drug. In some states, the use 
of LSD has been accepted as valid grounds for pleading amnesia in 
criminal cases. In other states, the reverse is true. 
Compounding this confusion is the unpredictable 
nature of LSD itself, a factor of prime concern to 
many psychologists. Many users have taken “acid” 
several times without appearing to experience HI 
effects;. 
For others, however, the first “trip” has 
been the last, simply because the drug caused such 
severe reactions. 
The effect of LSD on an individual are largely 
determined by his mental health, by the quantity 
and quality of the substances he takes, and by his 
expectations of what an LSD “trip” will be like. 
Still, because the drug is so unpredictable, a user 
with several “good trips” behind him can never be 
sure that his next one will be equally successful. 
Much has been made of the possibility that LSD is genetically 
damaging. 
Research in this area is sketchy and quite confusing. 
However, because the possibility of gene damage does exist — and 
because the drug is so unpredictable — I would strongly advise 
against its use. 
The past year has seen a marked decrease in the use of LSD. 
This drop-off is most likely a result of increased awareness of the 
drug’s potential dangers.

Army Reducing 
Forces to 
841,000 Troops 


FT. DIX, N.J. (AP) 
- 
The 
Army calls it “RIF,” and lots 
of old soldiers remember the 
last 
time it happened—when 
they traded1 oak leaf clusters 
and silver bars for the stripes, 
of an enlisted man. 
RIF stands for reduction in 
force, and it presently is being 
used 
to 
bring 
the 
Army’s 
peacetime strength to less than 
one million. 
This time, however, RIF is 
different than it was following 
the Korean War. After Korea, 
many Reserve officers on ac­ 
tive duty who were riffed were 
given the option of remaining 
in the service as enlisted men, 
mostly noncoms. This time they 
are being mustered out com­ 
pletely. 
The Army’s goal is a peace­ 
time force budgeted at 841,000 
by mid-1973. 
AIR OF UNCERTAINTY 
The 
RIF 
program 
has 
brought an air of uncertainty 
among the thousand Reserve 
officers at this sprawling post. 
According to Lt. Col. William 
Bramblet, director of person­ 
nel, 69 officers, including 3 ma­ 
jors, 
already have been in­ 
formed; that their services no 
longer are required, and the 
records of several hundred oth­ 
ers have been sent to an Army 
board of officers in Washington 
for review. 
One 
recently 
riffed 
Army 
man is Paul Willett, a chief 
warrant officer at Ft. Leonard 
Wood, Mo. Willet’s wife, Billie, 
resigned as U.S. Army Wife of 
the Year because she said it 
was an insult to her that her 
husband was released while she 
was serving in such a capacity. 
ACROSS THE BOARD 
RIF, Bramblet explains, is 
across the board. A total of 1,- 
067 enlisted men—all regular 
draftees—who were scheduled 
for release next June, were re­ 
leased in December and last 
month under a special early re­ 
lease program. This, he says, 
was in addition to those “nor­ 
mally” scheduled for release at 
that time. 
Efficiency, he says, was the 
first criterion used as a basis 
for elimination. 
Thirty-six of the officers re­ 
ceived letters signed by Adju­ 
tant General Verne L. Bowers 
informing them that “compre­ 
hensive and impartial review 
of your entire military record” 
showed that “degree of effici­ 
ency and manner of perform­ 
ance of duty requires your re­ 
lease from active duty or eli­ 
mination from the service.*1 
The decision of the review 
board, Bowers also stated, is fi­ 
nal. 
'INSULTING' LETTER 
Capt. 
Henry 
Volkman, 
24, 
who received such a 
letter, 
termed It “insulting.** 
Volkman, a helicopter pilot 
who says he flew more than 5,- 
000 hours of combat assault 
missions during a five-month 
stint as an aviation platoon 
leader in Vietnam

there, adds: 
“While I understand the prin­ 
ciple behind RIF, this charac­ 
terization of being inefficient 
and substandard is detrimental 
to my career since my future

“The hurtful thing about it is 
that, other than writing to my 
local congressman, there’s no 
recourse for me. Right now any 
Army deserter has more rights 
than I have.”

READJUSTMENT PAY 
He plans to get started on the

According to Maj. G. F. Kal- 
lina, finance and accounting of­ 
ficer, Reserve officers who are

justment pay after five years of 
'Continuous, military .service. 
Readjustment pay for officers 
with “clean” records is being 
computed on the basis of two 
months’ salary for each year of 
service, with a maximum of 
two years’ salary or $15,000, 
whichever is less, he says. 
Officers with “substandard” 
records. Kallina points out, will 
get half a month’s pay for each 
year of service, with a max­ 
imum of nine months’ pay or

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - 
A full panel of 46 prospective 
jurors was chosen Monday in 
the trial of Rev. Philip Ber­ 
rigan and six other antiwar ac­ 
tivists. But the trial adjourned 
for the night without selecting 
the final 12-man jury. 
U.S. District Court Judge R. 
Dixon Herman told the latest 
group of 46 that “ 12 of you will

nap presidential

Kissinger as part of an antiwar 
conspiracy. 
A full panel of 46 had been 
chosen twice earlier in the day, 
but last-minute eliminations of 
jurors on each occasion forced 
the selection of a new panelist. 
The government dismissed a 
bartender who, it turned out, 
had a minor weapons offense 
and. was judged disqualified, It 
also dismissed, without reason, 
an older man who said he had 
little knowledge of the Vietnam

NEW YORK—The linemen used to be apprentice wrest- 
l helr, 
,were brutality and strength. They worked 
with the vicious immobility of cruel statues and waited for 
the action to come to them, like carnivorous plants. Obscur­ 
ity engulfed them and they got their names in the paper 
**nly when they busted up a joint and were pinched. 
They still work in a kind of violent privacy. Often coaches 
can t explain what they did during a game until they exam­ 
ine the movies. But now they are discussed as nimble giants. 
Football journalists are fascinated by the sport's jargon, and 
employment of the word pursuit created the myth of the 
modern lineman. 
Once they worked for short money. But the wages in­ 
creased as their anonymity diminished, and Walt Patuiski, a 
Notre Dame defensive end, was picked by the Buffalo Bills 
first in the people lottery, which Is the National Football 
League draft. The Heisman Trophy winner, Pat Sullivan, is 
a quarterback. It figured he would go fast, but no one want­ 
ed him until the 40th pick and then Atlanta selected him. It 
indicates the way football is going.

The defensive player wasn’t estimated to be prime beef. 
He was tainted meat because every player is supposed to 
be a spoiled quarterback. The teams used to grab the pass­ 
ers and the carriers and the football catchers first.
